Dougal. who was supposed to be her 
husband, but who, it was discovered 
subsequently, had never been married 
to her, made his appearance there, and 
Miss Dougal. supposed to be his sister. 


took up her residence on the place. 
?>?ics Holland then disappeared sud- 
denly and E. Douga! sued the woman, 
supposed to be his sister, but who 
really was his wife, for u divorce. This 
aroused f*»Rpicion, and led to an in- 
vestigation. Dougal was arrested for 
cashing a check purporting to have 
been signed by Miss Holland,

while he was in custody, the body of

made, was accidentally found by a 
laborer in an old ditch which had been 
planted over with shrubs nearby four 
years previously. The laborer struck 
his fork into a hard substance, which 
proved to be a woman's shoe, contain- 
ing a woman's foot.

A move- 
ment wns then put on foot to have 
sriiatneH appuinttrd. and found a church 
si-roan the river, -anti it was proposed

At the quarterly conference told »t 


Allen town. March 6th, 1880, when W. 
U. Lit tell was p**tor of the Lima cir- 
cuit. trt»t«eB were Appointed (or the 
new church. They were Joseph Bal- 
lard, Robert Snodgraaa, Simon Hahn. 
W. P. Wetberill, Jerome Shocker, Oeo. 
Bnaick and W«al«y Blt«maa. 


On the following Suwlajr, protracted 


meetings were begun at LltteH'i on 
•outh Main atreet. These meeting* 
resulted in 5 additions. Knot Stuckey 
and wife, Ad. Bnyder and wife, and 
Wesley Johns. Two weeks later, the 
Sunday school wae organised, it was 
very small, the children of Enos 
Stuckey and of Leroy Wheeler, being 
about the only ones to attend. 


In the fall of 1880. the presiding 


elder, Llttell was changed and Rev. 
Frank Maltbie came as a supply. By 
Rev. Uttell's removal 
from 
south 


Lima, the little church was deprived 
of its room for worship. There was 
no room to be had south of the river. 
Then it was that Enos Stnckey threw 
open his house, giving them a room 
13x17 in which to worship. Here ser- 
vices were held for thirteen Months. 
After serving one year, itu". Frank 
Maltbie left anil was succeeded by 
Joseph Webber. 


At this time Enos Stuckey, Benja- 


min Albright and Samuel Zurmehley 
wero appointed a committee to pur- 
chase a lot for a church site. Two 
hours later thdikhad the deed for the 
lot on west Mbby street, where the 
church now stands. 


Then Enos Stuckey. Samuel Zur- 


mehley and Wm. Wetheril! were ap- 
pointed aa a building committee. This 
committee solicited funds

tracted with H. C. Napier for the con- 
struction of a house of worship, 'J2 ' y
